IT is noteworthy that on nine Christmas Days, 
Samuel Pepys, the famous diarist, never once 
missed attending church, and indeed on. some 
occasions he went more than once in the day. 
He allowed nothing, not even a quarrel with 
his wife about the servant's “sluttery,” nor his 
wife's black eye, nor his own roaming home in 
the early hours of the “moonshine morning” 
from the Rose Tavern, to interfere with ‘his 
church-going. Moreover, he notes whether the 
sermon was good, or ordinary, or dull, and

A FOREIGN correspondent telegraphed the 
follawing dispatch from General Kuroki’s 
headquarters on the 27th ult. :—A’ light snow- 
storm yesterday left two inches of snow on the 
ground. Along the tops of the hills which in 
many place form the advanced line of General 
Kuroki’s army, the snow is deeper, The 
soldiers are living in earthern burrows and 
snug shelters constructed of cornstalks, and 
areable to keep warm through the freezing 
nights. {t is impossible to build camp-fires in 
the trenches and bivouacs within sight of the 
enemy, For warmth the soldiers depend on 
charcoal fires in “hibachis.” Some supplies of, 
charcoal were brought from Japan, but most 
of it has been purchased in Manchuria, The 
army has employed many coolies making 
charcoal since carly last summer, foresecing 
the present need of it. 


WE are now approaching the fire season, and 
in view of the numerous inquiries which 
usually follow an outbreak may hope that 
the so-called * accidental” conflagration will 
soon be a thing of the past. In the case of

ONCE again a truck-owner was fined $25 for 
causing obstructions by leaving his trucks 
unattended on the tram car lines, Inspector

$2s once before, and had on three occasions 
previously had his’ licence cancelled for a 
similar offence. It appears that these truck- 
owners, who pay & licence fee of $10 per annum, 
hire out their trucks at $3 per month, and as 
they are constantly hired by different men, it 
is extremely difficult to prove previous convic- 
tions against them, for though the trucks are 
the satne that have beea in the hands of the 
police previously, fhe men in charge are quite 
unknown tothem, Again, when they leave the 
truck at the side of the road they arrange with 
the shop-keepers, in front of whose shops they 
are left, to say—for a consideration—that the 


trucks are in their service, and thus they are 


protected. The remedy would appear to be to 
have the privately owned trucks numbered 
with properly licensed men in charge bearing 
the corresponding numbers and with their 
photographs on the licences, as in the case of 
vehicle drivers, and for public trucks, that is, 
those for general hire, to pay a much higher 
licence fee per annum, so that they would thus 
only be let out to responsible parties.

WHAT THE P.W.D, HAS DONE DURING ° 
1). THE YEAR, 


_ During the past year the officials in the Public 
.Works Department of Hongkong huve had an 
exceptionally busy time, and a grent variety of 
undertakings intended toimprove the amenities 
of the Colony hava been started and completed... 
The list of the larger works carried out by the’ 
Department ‘i iso toni one, ‘but it will repay 
porusal; for it shows that the P.W.D,, that 
much-maligned body, is after all of service ‘to 
the. city and Colony, Asa rule, the outsider 

nly-roalises-vaguely-what is happening; und 
his very eyes so to speak, when it is brought to. 
his notice, but none can avoid observing the 
daily progress which is being made in the 
erection of such public buildings os the new, 
Law Courts, the Harbour Office, the new Go- 
vernment Offices, and the Western Market. 

GOVERNMENT OFFICES’ AND BUILDINGS, 

In the case of the Government Offices, the 
work of making: the foundations will be finish- 
ed in a matier of three or four months, when 
the building of the superstructure commences. 
The construction will be carried out with the 
utmost speed compatible with efficient’ and 
satisfactory workmanship. With regard to ‘the 
Western Market and the Harbour.Office, it Is 
‘pulicipated that a year must ‘elapse before ‘they. 
will be in a state fit for occupation. 

FIGHTING THE MOSQUITO. 

During the year, a.considerable number of 
nullahs have been drained, and when the 
Mosquito season comes round. once more we 
may expect to have some fewer millions of 
these pestiferous. insects buzzing about our 
ears, The amount spent upon. this work ol- 
ready reaches the respectable sum of $50,c00, 
so that the mosquito, if he or she he a minor 
plague, i is certainly a rather expensive one, In 
this connection it may. be stated that the 
Bacteriglogical Institute, which is being 
erected from'the designs of Messrs, Leigh and 


Orange, one of the leading: firms -of -architects- 


in the Colony, is well on the way towards 
completion, and is likely to be out of the 
hands of the workmen in three or four 
months, The bujlding will: prove to be an 
exceptionally complete stricture so far as 
a bacteriological instilute is concerned, and if 
not the finest in the East, it is certainly on a 
par with anything yet constructed, It may be 
that the Institute in the Malay Peninsula as an 
institute is more up-to-date ; but the buildings, 
it is said, ate not so pleasing to the’eye, The 
new structure is in the Taipingsban area, and 
research work in malarial fevers, plague, etc. 
will’be conducted there. : 
POLICE STATION ADDITIONS, 

An additional storey is being placed on the 
Cental Police Station, A rumour gained cur- 
rency the other day that the foundations of 
the. existing boilding were unable to bear the 
weight of the new superstructure and that cracks 
had appeared on. the walls, It is officially 


. stated, however, that there is no truth in that 
| story, . Iti is admitted that acrack has appeared, 


but. it. was not altogether unexpected and as 
provision had been made for it no change in 


the original design will be necessary, The. 
water ‘supply ‘forthe shipping has been. im- 


proved by the construction of filtration works 
at Laichikok, Numerous small works have 
been carried out by the Departihent, notably. 
the'erection of a bathing establishment at Pound 
Lane. Provision has been made for bathing 
by men and women in separate apartments. 
The baths are solidly built, and the inner walls 
are tiled with white_sanitary tiles, As indi- 
cative of the pdpilarity of the establishment
